Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Professor Pawliszyn would like to amend claim 16 to better reflect 
the embodiment in Figure 1C. In his view, the emobodiment of Figure 1C has an unexpected benefit for perfoming 
isoelectric focussing by creating a pH gradient with the tapered channel. It is also distinguished from Parce and Soane 
in not having intersecting channels. The examiner did not indicate these features as being allowable because if 
claimed they would significantly change the scope of claim 16 and would require further consideration of the prior art, 
especially Pawliszyn 5,759,370. Professor Pawliszyn also stated that in Claim 28 "prevent" should be » permit --.
